According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 
It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE SEALE, BPP Ch3ilrm:in. and 
HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of man- 
slaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland police 
officer. 

^ The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 

further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates' the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves agninst the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed, 

"The Black Panther" issue of Sep^:erober 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves The 
only culture worth keeping is a revolutionary 
culture Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the Octooer 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is 
the statement « " . . ,we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it " 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations Irom thn writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 
People *s Republic of China and feature MAO's statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun."

The Southern Conference for Human Welfare 
(SCHW) was cit»*d as a Communist front by 
the House Ci'mmittoo on Un-Amcriran Activities, 
House Report 592, June 12, 1947. In the 
same house rf>port . "The Southern Patriot" was 
citc*d as an "orjxan" of the SCHW. 

Th*» September. 1967. issue of SP refers to SCEF as a 
."community of organizers and *riters" stating its work . As 
.centered in organizing the poor in Appalacliia for political and 
economic power, helping white people in the m^ep South find a 
common cause with black people, helping liK:al groups organize 
action for peace and working for abolition of the "House 
Un-American Activities Committee." 

Tho Masthead of SP in its April. 1968. issue states 
"The Southern Con Terence is dedicated to finding racism, poverty, 
and other injustices in the South: it opposes v.ar as an instrument 
of national policy."

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STUDE NTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY (SDS) 

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 
it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS 18 an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
^program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, . denouncing 
United States intervention in the var in Vietnam, and to 
"radically transform" the unl\ -rsity community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Cus Rail, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when Interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an an tl -communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois.

SNCC 



The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
headquartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia, 
is a Donmembership organization, which was born out of the 
sit-in movement that erupted across the South beginning in I960* 

Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
,the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a revolutionary ideology and 
revolutionary program. 

According to SNCC, the year 1967 marked a historic 
milestone In the struggle for the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the year that revolutionaries throughout 
the world began to understand more fully the impact of the black 
movement. SNCC declared that "liberation will come only when 
there is final destruction of this mad octopus - the capitalistic 
system of the United States with all its life-sucking tentacles 
of exploitation and racism that choke the .people of Africa, 
Asia, and Latin America, The realities of black life, together 
with the recognition instilled in SNCC workers forced its members 
to further popularize the legitimacy of self-defense and rebellions 
when oppression became too great." 

Prom May, 1966, until May, 1967, Stokely Cal^michael 
was National Chairman of SNCC As of July, 1968, Carmichael 
resided in Washington, D. C-, where he was affiliated with SNCC 
and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition group. 
In May. 1967, Carmichael was replaced by Hubert Ceroid Brown* 
commonly known as H. Rap Brown, who served until June, 1968. 

In June. 1968, at the Staff and Central Committee 
meeting of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, It was decided to 
restructure the organization by equalization of responsibility 
by creating ten deputy or vice chairmanships « The primary purpose 
for this change is to take law enforcement pressure off any 
single individual.

ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY> INC> (OAAU) 

On June, 28, 1964, Malcolm X Little, founder and leader 
of the Muslim Mosque, Inc. (MMI), publicly announced the formation 
of a new, all-Negro, militant civil rights action group to be 
known as the Organization of Afru-American Unity (OAAU), with 
himself as Chairman. This announcement was made at a public 
rally held by the MM I in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th 
Streets, New York City. 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims 
read by Malcolm X at this meeting indicates that it shall include 
"all" pepple of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as 
well as "our" brothers and^isters on the African continent. It 
is patterned after' the "letter and spirit" of the Organization 
of African Unity established (by African heads of States) at Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 

A recording of the remarks of Malcolm X at this meeting 
Indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences 
between Negroes so they can work together for "Human Rights," 
while the initial objective is to "inter-nationallze" the American 
civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations. Little 
condemned the nonviolent ci- il rights movement and claims that 
Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when and if 
necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes in 
education, politics, culture, economics and social reform. 

Malcolm X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU ralTy at the Audubon Ballroom, New York 
City. 

On April 13, 1965, a source advised that on March 26, 
1965, the OAAU filed a Certificate of Incorporation with the 
Department of State, State of New York, Albany, New York, and 
henceforth the organization's true name would be Organization 
of Afro-American Unity, Incorp* crated.' 

On February 28, 1966, a second source advised that 
the president and head of the OAAU is Ella Collins, a half- 
sister of the late Malcolm X who resides in the Harlem Section 
of New York City, 

On Hay 8, 1967, the first source advised that the 
headquarters of the OAAU is located at 224 Vest 139th Street, 
New York, New York, which is the residence of Ella Collins.

The Stutlents for a Democratic Society (SDS>, as

SOUTHERK CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL FUND, INC. (SCEF) ; 
"THE SOUTHERN PATRIOT" (SP) 



An article in the December, 1967, issue of "The 
Southern Patriot" (SP) commemorating the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the pi'blication with that issue recites the following: 

The Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCHW) was 
organized in 1938: SP. started in 1942 as the publication of 
SCHW, was taken over by the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, Inc. (SCEF), in the late 1940's when SCHW w«nt out of 
existence. SCEF, originally the "educational wing" of SCHW, 
continued as an independent organization. For almost tvo decades, 
concern of-»SCHW and SCEF was with racial segregation and oppression 
of black people. In 1964. SCEF recognized that the legal back of 
segregation had been 'broken and economic and political gains 
were necessary if Southern life was to change. In the past few 
years, SCEF has also supported battles for acadPinic freedom and 
the Southern movement for world peace. 

The Southern Conference for Human Welfare 
(SCHW) was cited as a Communist front by 
the House Cv>mmittoo on Un-Amerir.an Activities, 
Houso Report 592, June 12, 1947. In the 
same house report, "The Southern Patriot" was 
cited as an "organ" of the SCHW. 

The September. 1967, Issue of SP refers to SCEF as a 
Tcommunity of organizers and writers" stating its work ij5 
centered in organizing the poor in Appalachia for political and 
economic power, helping white people in the Deep South find a 
common cause with black people, helping local groups organize 
action for peace and working for abolition of the "House 
Un-American Activities Committee." 

The Masthead of SP in its April, 1968, issue states 
"The Southern Con Terence is dedicated to ending racism, poverty, 
and other in.justiccs in the South; it opposes war as an Instrument 
of national policy."

SOUTHERN STUDENT ORGANIZING COMMITTEE (SSOC)_ 



On November 1, 1966, a first source advised that the 
Southern Student Organizing Comiaittee (SSOC) wa^i foraed on the weekend 
of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate activity of Southern Student groups 
in areas of civil rights, peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, 
capital punishment, and unemployment. Originally v it was to be a 
white counterpart of the student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC) , It has agreed to work with similar interested groups such as 
SNCC and Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Inc. (SCEF) SSOC is a fraternal affiliate of the 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 

Beginning in the Fall of 1966, SSOC became a membershiil 
organization and embarked on a campaign to form local chapters on 
various colltege campuses throughout the South. SSOC publishes, 
October through May each year, a publication, "New South Student," 

which according to the* JTrbove source has increasingly espoused and 
defended the pro-Communist and anti-United Statts position on domestic 
and foreign policy. 

On July 2, 1968, a second sou\ce advised that SSOC continues 
to be headquartered at 1703 Portland Avr^nue, Kiishville, Tennessee, 
and csv?5tlnues to deXend and espousa the pro-Co*nTnunist and anti-United 
States position vith particular emphasis on attacking United States 
policy in Vietnam and emphasis on attacking the Selective Service 
System. Source Two noted that SSOC Chairman Thomas N. Gardner in the 
Summer of 1967 traveled to Prague, Czechoslovakia, where he met with 
representatives of the National Liberation Front (NLF) and the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV), and that SSOC staff members Bruce 
Starith and Alan Levin traveled to Cuba in the Summer of 19JB7 and February, 
1-968, respectively. 

By letter dated April 26, 1968, on SSOC letterhead mailed to 
the general SSOC membership over the signature of Mike Welch, executive 
Secretary of SSOC> it was announced that as a step toward close relations 
with the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and better communications 
with the "New South Student" and the "New Left Notes," and that SDS and 
SSOC were exchanging contact lists of th^ir respective memberships for 
this exchange. 

The May, 1968, issue of "New South Student" indicates that 
the SSOC mailing address is P 0 Box 6403, Nashville, Tennessee, 37212, 
Telephone Number 615-291-3537, and the mast-head described the organi- 
zation as "An association of young concerned Southerners dedicated to 
social change," as taken from the preamble of the SSOC constitution.

(SNCC) 



The Student Nonviolent Coordinating CoFintiitee (SNCC), 
headquartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S. V., Atlanta, Georgia, 
is a nonmembership organization, which was born out of the 
sit-in movement that erupted across the South beginning in 1960. 

Today, SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a x evolutionary ideology and 
revolutionary progi^am. 

According to SNCC, the year 1967 narked i historic 
milestone in thc^ struggle for the liberation of black people 
in the United fctates and the year that revo lut ionAi ies throughout 
the world began to understand more fully the impact of the black 
movement. SUCC declared that "liberation will come only when 
there is final dcrst ruction of this mad octopus - the capitalistic 
system of the United States with all xts life -mucking tentacles 
of exploitation jnd racism that choke the* poopAe of Africa, 
Asia, and Lai in America. The realities of bi^ck life, together 
with the recognition instilled in SNCC workers forced its members 
to further popularize the legitimacy of self-defense and rebellions 
when oppression became too great." 

From May, 1966, until May, 1967, Stokely Carmichael 
was National Chairman of SNCC. As of July, 1968, Carmichael 
resided in Washington, D. C, where he was affiliated with SNCC 
and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition group. 
In May, 1967, Carmichael was replaced by Hubert Ceroid Brown» 
commonly known as H. Uap Brown, who served until June, 1968.

According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community*

HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of man- 
slaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland police 
officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther/' which 
further describes itself as the "Black Communjity News Service," 
states _1that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people.

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MAS.-'N MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The 
only culture worth keeping is a revolutionary 
culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamitel 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing
